Eisenhower Very Likely To Be 
Candidate In 1956 Elections 


President Eisenhower will undoubtedly be. a candidate for 
reelection next year. Such a forecast is timely. At least, 
many observers across the land are expressing views, Demo- 
cratic forecasters are picking Adlai Stevenson and others are 
uniting on President Eisenhower. 


Why wouldn't he be a candidate again, since he was will- 
ing to take the nomination in 1952? While he has learned 
many bad features about politics, he has also enunciated a 
long-range program for building a strong national: defense 
and for internal development and benefits. It is an Eisenhower 
Program and we do not believe he is inclined to shun any 
responsibility in seeing “what is best for America” being ac- 
complished. 


Traffic Arrest Decline Is Noted; 
Are Motorists More! Careful? ; 


Efficiency of traffic law enforcement officers cannot be 
judged by the number of citations issued. The statistics do 
not tell us, for example, the many times polite officers give 
friendly warnings and thus help to avoid highway accidents. 

It was reported in The Upland News lust week that for 
1954, the number of “tickets” issued by Uplund policemen is 
25 per cent lower than for the same period in 1953. And so, 
we are to assume traffic officers here, working iust as hard 
in one year as the next, had occasion to arrest {ewer motor- 
ists during 1954. 


Reduction in highway accidents is the aim of traffic law 
enforcement and we are to assume by the 1954 report that 
motorists are more law abiding and more careful. We hope 
that is the case. 

Observers of the city budget, however, note the difference 
in financial income to the city. The lack of income can be 
quickly overlooked if there are safe-driving results. 

If the reduction in the number of “tickets” is due to lack of 
effort, however, that is something else. 


Living Standards Rise Even Though 


Number of Workers Decrease 


Many people once feared that our population would grow 
faster than our economy, which, of course, would have meant 
a drop in per capita income and a resultant decline in living 
standards. But the opposite has happened instead. We 
have a greater number of non-earners than ever, which means 
the earners must support more people. Still, the rise in “real’’ 
income has more than offset that. 

The U. S. News and World Report recently summarized 
our economic gains and forecast the future. Where only 79 
per cent of the homes had electricity in 1940, practically all 
have it now. Only 40 per cent of the homes had mechanical 
refrigeration in 1940—now the figure is 90 per cent. Seventy 
per cent of our families have cars today, as against 50 per 
cent in 1940. In the same period, the percentage with tele- 
phones has almost doubled. So it goes down an almost end- 
less list. 

The trend toward improved living ‘standards, in fact, ap- 
pears nearly everywhere,” summarizes the magazine. “This 
is in spite of the big increase in the non-working population 
and the larger size of young American families.”

Lee Shippey in his home town weekly newspaper, the Sierra 
Madre (Calif.) News: “ A good resolve for anyone would be 
this—appreciate what you have, your own family, your 
friends, your job, your town, and so on. If the family, the 
town, or one tiny corner of the world isn’t a little happier or 
better because you live in it, you are a failure, no matter 
what other success you may have. And if you really appre- 
ciate the good in the persons and things in your surroundings, 
you will make your corner of the world a lot happier—and 
you'll be a lot happier too.”

problems---like the dumps_ that 
seem to trouble our Red Hili 
friends so much. That burning 


does not bother me at all, for I 
live out in a nice section of our 
city. What troubles me out in 
College Heights is the advertis- 
ing of the hens throughout when

Error Brought 
To Attention 


An error discovered in income 


tax form 1040 in the retirement 
income schedule credit is not of 
widespread interest but will 


cause confusion for persons with 
investment or annuity income in 
addition to a small regular sal- 
ary, Robert Thrall, Upland cer- 
tified public accountant, said to- 
day. 

“We have not filled out an .in- 
come tax return out of this of- 
fice that was affected by this 
error in schedule,’’ he said. 

The error was detected and a 
notice of correction issued ear- 
lier this week from the office 
of Robert A. Riddell, director of 
Internal Revenue, Los. Angeles. 
code ‘says Mr. Riddell, ‘makes 
provision for a credit agaimst in- 
ceme tax for what is defined in 
the law as retirement income. 

Schedule K of the new Form 
149 is to be used by taxpayers
